unsaturation and/or a non-silicone hydrophobic organic monomer having ethylenic 
unsaturation, and, 
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at least one polysiloxane having in its chain at least one functional group 
capable of reacting with at least one of said ethylenic unsaturations of said non-silicone 
monomers. 

34. (Currently Amended): A cosmot i c or dormatological composition The 
aerosol composition according to claim 33, wherein said at least one polysiloxane has 
more than one functional group in its chain.

37. (Currently Amended): A cosm e t i c or d e rmatological compos i tion The 
aerosol composition according to claim 33, wherein said non-silicone hydrophobic 
organic monomer is chosen from acrylic acid esters of an alkanol and methacrylic acid 
esters of an alkanol.

52. (Currently Amended): A cosm e tic or d e rmatologica l composition The 
aerosol composition according to claim 30, wherein said insoluble polymer particles are 
present in an amount ranging from 0.1 to 50% relative to the total weight of said 
composition. 

53. (Currently Amended): A cocmotic or dormato l og i cal composit i on The 
aerosol composition according to claim 30, wherein said insoluble polymer particles are 
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present in an amount ranging from 1 to 30% relative to the total weight of said 
composition. 

54. (Currently Amended): A cosm e t i c or domnato l og i ca l composit i on The 
aerosol composition according to claim 30, further comprising at least one additive. 

55. (Currently Amended): A cocmot i c or domnato l og i ca l compos i t i on The 
aerosol composition according to claim 54, wherein said at least one additive is chosen 
from thickeners, fatty acid esters, fatty acid esters of glycerol, silicones, surfactants, 
fragrances, preserving agents, sunscreens, proteins, vitamins, polymers, plant, animal, 
mineral and synthetic oils and any other additive conventionally used in the cosmetics 
field. 

56. (Currently Amended): A cosmot i c or dennatoloq i ca l composit i on The 
aerosol composition according to claim 30, wherein said cosmetically or 
dermatologically acceptable medium comprises water or a mixture of water and at least 
one cosmetically acceptable solvent. 

57. (Currently Amended): A cocmotic or d e rmato l oa i ca l compos i tion The 
aerosol composition according to claim 56, wherein said at least one cosmetically 
acceptable solvent is chosen from monoalcohols, polyalcohols, glycol ethers, and fatty 
acid esters. 

58. (Currently Amended): A cosmotic or d e rmato l og i ca l compos i tion The 
aerosol composition according to claim 31 , wherein said keratin substance is human 
hair. 

(Cun-ently Amended): A coemotic or domiatolog i cal compoc i tion The 
aerosol conf^position according to claim 30, wherein said composition is in the fonn of a 
gel, a milk, a cream, a lotion, or a mousse.

62. (Currently Amended): A cosmotic or dormato l og i cal compos i t i on The 
aerosol composition according to claim 30, wherein said composition is in the form of a 
shampoo or a rinse-out or leave-in hair product to be applied before or after 
shampooing, dyeing, bleaching, permanent-waving or straightening the hair. 

63. (Currently Amended): A cosmot i c or d e miatological compos i t i on The 
aerosol composition according to claim 30, wherein said composition is packaged in the 
form of a vapor i zer, a pump - d i sp e ns e r bott le , or i n an aerosol container. 

64. (Cun-ently Amended): A cosmot i c or domiatologica l composit i on The 
aerosol composition according to claim 30, wherein said at least one grafted silicone 
polymer is dissolved in the cosmetically or dermatologically acceptable medium or is in 
the form of an aqueous dispersion of insoluble particles. 

65. (Currently Amended): A non-therapeutic process for tr e ating fixing a 
keratin substance comprising: 

applying to said keratin substance a composition comprising, in a cosmetically or 
dermatologically acceptable medium, at least one grafted silicone polymer having a 
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polysiloxane skeleton grafted with non-silicone organic monomers and at least one 
aqueous dispersion of insoluble particles of at least one cationic polymer; 
optional l y rins i ng w i th water; 

wherein said at least one grafted silicone polymer comprises, on the main 
silicone chain, at least one organic group of anionic nature obtained by radical (homo) 
polymerization of at least one anionic unsaturated carboxylic acid monomer, partially or 
totally neutralized in the form of a salt, and 

wherein said at least one grafted silicone polymer is chosen from silicone 
polymers containing at least one unit of formula (I):
